The Dominion fire commissioner 


accuses the people of Alberta of tolerating 
a heavier loss per head by fire than the 
people in any other part of Canada. We 
led all t:e provinces last year, with a loss 
which averaged $5.74 per capita, That is a 
waste which the people of this province 
cannot afford, and a distinction that is 
neither creditable nor unavoidable. 
Probably half of this waste could have 
been prevented. Just why Alberta should 
lead the van in this undesirable particular 
is difficult to understand, except on the 
supposition that Alberta people are care- 
less beyond others. Saskatchewan, which 
is also a new province, and sparsely set- 
tled, was the lowest on the list, with a loss 
of $3.37 per head. If the Alberta rate had 
been as low, the people of this province 
would be about $2,000,000 richer than 
they are, It pays to prevent fires, 
ACTION NEEDED, NOW 
} Mayor Bury correctly defines the re- 
sponsibility of the city in regard to victims 
of unemployment. There is a moral ob- 
ligation on the part of the community 


to take care of bona fide residents who 
may fall into distress. But no city can 
guarantee jobs or support to all who may 
| choose to drift into it from other parts of 
the country or who may come or be 
drawn there from other countries. 

But that does not abolish the fact of 
unemployment, nor provide a solution for 
the men who cannot find work. Wherever 
these men came from, they are here, as 
they are in every other western city. Com- 
mon humanity demands that the authori- 
ties of the cities should take very prompt 
measures to acquaint the provincial and 
Dominion authorities with this situation.

TRADING ABROAD 


Canada’s trade with the outside world 
during the last twelve months grew 
$307,000,000; roughly, 13 per cent. The 
total was $2,681,000,000.

In 1927, for which 
complete figures are available, the Dom- 
inion stood fifth among the nations in the 
total of trade with other countries. No

Always Clearing Throat 

Question—Mrs. K, GB, writes: “I have 
to clear my throat real often, although 
I don't bring up any phlegm. It does 
hot seem to be a habit. Could you teil 
me what causes this?” 

Answet—Such symptoms are often 
forerunners of tuberculosis or bron 
chilis. Any irritation in the lungs may 
create the desire to cough, even when 
there is nothing to cough up. If the 
Gause of the irritation ws not removed, 
there may finally develop enough de- 
generation so that phlegm and pus will 
gather in quantities large enough to 
be coughed pp. Every tickling couch, 
without phiégm, should be carefully 
considered and the cause removed.
